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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amended claim 1 still lacks written description 
for structural characteristics of nucleic acid molecules that have the 60 % seqeuce identiy and differently expressed in the recited disease 
tissues compeared to a control. Applicant appears to argue that the % identity is recited to claim different nucleic acid molecule due to 
degeneracy of codon, but this and other arguments are not persuasive because the limitation "60 % identity" along with "differentially or 
preferentially expressed" could include many other unrelated genes the specification does not describe. 

Since the specification does not teach nucleic acid molecules with the 60 % identity that are differentially expressed or preferentially 
expressed compared to a control, the Office maintains it would require undue experimentation to make the 60 % identity nucleic acid 
molecule other than the molecules resulting from degenerate codons. 

The new matter rejection for claim 18 is also maintaine because the speclficatio at the Paragraph [0080] does not communifcate the 
specific fragment recited in the instant claim is applicant's invention. 
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
